SMASHED THE LID 


The Police Force Was Not Able 
to Keep it On. 


THIS WAS AT ST. JOSEPH, M0. 


Recent Decision of the Kansas City 
Court of Appeals Caused Sa­ 
loon Men to Open Up. 


St. J oseph, Mo., J uly 9.—After mak­ 
ing nearly one hundred arrests and 
encountering a discouraging decision 
of a circuit judge, the police depart­ 
ment last ev ening gav e up try ing to 
enforce Gov ernor Folk’s Sunday -clos­ 
ing order, so the lid went off. 
More than half of the saloons in the 
city were open last night. 
When the saloon men gav e it out 
a day or two ago that they would open 
under the Andriano ordinance, which 
the Kansas City court of appeals re­ 
cently held to be v alid, and which pei4 
mits them to sell liquors after 12:30 
p. m., orders came from J efferson City 
to keep the saloons closed in spite of 
this decision. 
The police department, endeav oring 
to obey instructions, began making ar­ 
rests shortly after midnight, and con­ 
tinued the practice Sunday afternoon, 
but as fast as a saloon man was re­ 
leased on bond he would reopen his 
place. 
Then 
the officers 
rearrested 
the 
dramshop keepers and tried to make 
them be good by refusing to release 
them on bond. In a short time nearly 
ev ery cell in the Central police station 
was filled with saloon men and bar­ 
tenders. 
Writs of habeas corpus were ap­ 
plied for before J udge Henry M. Ra­ 
mey , who held that the police had no 
authority to refuse to realse a man 
on bond when he is charged with a 
misdemeanor. 
Then Chief Frans instructed his 
men not to molest those 
who had 
b een arrested once, but to keep a 
close watch for v iolators who had not 
been apprehended. 
Meanwhile, 
those who 
had been 
locked up were released on their per­ 
sonal bonds. 
Those arrested will be 


prosecuted under what is known as 
the blue law, which forbids the open­ 
ing of any kind of business house on 
Sunday . 
A delegation of saloon men waited 
upon Prosecuting Attorney McNeeley 
and asked that the law be applied to 
other lines of business, as well as 
their own, their purpose being 
to 
cause the closing 
of 
ev ery public 
house in the city . 
The prosecutor replied that he was 
obey ing the orders of Gov ernor Folk, 
and until he was instructed to enforce 
the law in the fullness of its scope 
he could no nothing for them. 
He tried to get the gov ernor ov er 
the long-distance telephone to ask for 
instructions on this point, but was un­ 
successful 
There is talk 
in some 
quarters of calling the attention of 
the Kansas City court of appeals to 
the action of the police department 
and endeav oring to show that it is in 
contempt of court. 
This is on the assumption that the 
court considered the blue law in ar­ 
riv ing at its decision, a point which 
has not been well established.

J efferson City , J uly 9.— Governor 
Folk today issued instructions to Me 
St. J oseph, Mo., police commissioner* 
to arrest all saloonkeepers in 
seph who keep open nex t Sunday . 
After the third arrest, and they y et 
refuse to close up, the officers are to 
take charge of all stock and hold it 
for ev idence. 
The gov ernor declares the state law 
must be enforced, and if the police 
cannot do it he will send the militia.

He Is Again in Federal Prison 
at Leavenworth. 


ONCE EDITOR OF - LUCIFER. 


Moses 
Harmon, 
Aged 
Seventy- Six 
Years, Gets Perm ission to Serve 
Third Term In Kansas. 


Moses Harmon, aged 76 years, has 
b een remov ed to the federal peniten­ 
tiary at Leav enworth, Kan., from Job 
iet, III., penitentiary, where he w*as 
serv ing sentence of one year for send­ 
ing ob scene matter through the mail, 
says a Leav enworth dispatch. 
He 
has ab out six months to serv e. 
Harmon was one of the first inmates 
of the federal penitentiary, his first 
numb er b eing 22. 
He 
was trans­ 
ferred at that time from the state 
penitentiary to the 
federal prison 
when the last named institution w*as 
turned ov er to the control of the de­ 
partment of justice b y the military 
authorities in 1895. 
Harmon is well known in this part 
of the country. 
He was editor of the 
Lucifer, pub lished 
in Valley Falls, 
Kan. 
He adv ocated free lov e 
and 
printed his paper in furtherance 
of 
this. 
He was sent to the I^ansing 
prison to serv e four months for send­ 
ing the paper through the mail. 
When released, he continued to pub ­ 
lish the same kind of articles and next 
time he was prosecuted b y tfie gov ­ 
ernment and sentenced to serv e a sen­ 
tence of one year in the state prison. 
It was w*hile serv ing this that he w*as 
transferred 
to the federal peniten­ 
tiary. 
I 
After b eing released a second time 
Harmon went to Chicago and estab - * 
iished the Lucifer. 
He again b egan 
pub lishing articles adv ocating 
free 
lov e, and wag trie 1 at that place and 
sentenced to serv e one year in the 
state prison at Joliet. 
The aged man wished to b e trans­ 
ferred 
to the 
federal 
penitentiary 
here, so he would b e near his rela­ 
tiv es. 
Through the aid of a senator 
this request was granted, and he has 
arriv ed to serv e out the remaining 
portion of his sentence. 
His 
son, 
George Harmon, ot Valley Falls, ar­ 
riv ed at the prison 
with his father, 
and will v isit him frequently.
